Brief ffifironule of the last JFortntght. 

The Northampton Choral Society gave their first 
public performance of the subscription series for the present 
year, on the 18th April. The programme included Mozart's 
Mass No. 12, Haydn's Spring, and a miscellaneous selec- 
tion from Mozart, Handel, Mendelssohn, Spohr, Haydn, 
and Beethoven. The vocalists were, Miss Birch, Mr, 
Wilbye Cooper, Miss Jones, and Mr. Wickes. Mr. Charles 
McKorkell presided at the German organ, to which ad- 
ditions have lately been made. Mr. Packer led the band. 
The attendance was fashionable and numerous. 

Mechanical Organ-Bellows.— A letter upon this 
subject will be found in another part of our journal. We 
hear that, at Liverpool, a boiler and two oscillating en- 
gines are to be employed for blowing the organ in St. 
George's Hall. It would be wo'fh consideration, whether 
a twenty to thirty foot water-wheel, supplied with water 
from a two or three inch pipe, might not be a better 
arrangement, as being at all times ready. The organ at 
the Panopticon is blown by steam. 

Canterbury Concerts for the People — The tenth 
and last of these delightful concerts took place at St. 
George's Hall, on Easter Monday, and went off with 
brilliant success. There was a full room, and the per- 
formance was rapturously applauded, which was a con- 
vincing proof that these charming entertainments have 
proved entirely successful. The variety of the entertain- 
ments afforded, throughout the series, is calculated to 
ensure a continuance of their well deserved prosperity. 
We heartily wish them every success for another season.

Lynn Athenxum. — Mr. H. H. Pierson is writing an 
Ode for the opening of the splendid hall, erecting for the 
Musical Union. This society gave, at its third concert, 
Zingarelli's " Laudate Pueri," and Mozart's " Splendente," 
in addition to selections from Handel's Judas, and Haydn's 
Creation. 



Sacred Harmonic Society. — The customary per* 
formance of Handel's Messiah, by this society, took place 
at Exeter Hall, in Passion Week. Vocalists, Madame 
Clara Novello, Miss Dolby, Messrs. Sims Reeves and 
Formes. 

Manchester Sacred Harmonic Union. — This young 
and flourishing society gave a performance of Handel's 
Messiah, on the evening of the 14th April, to a crowded 
and approving audience. The choruses were executed 
with steadiness and precision. The solo singers were 
Miss Shaw, Mrs. Brooke, Mr. Netherwood, and Mr. 
Delavanti. Mr, C. A. Seymour conducted, and Mr. H. 
Walker presided at the organ. 

The Ormskirk Singing-Classes gave their usual half- 
yearly eppcert on the 19th, when selections from Handel's 
Samson, with miscellaneous songs, were performed. Con- 
ductor, Mr, Watts. 

Torquay. — The Choral Society bad their fifth and last 
concert on the 20th. Selections from Mendelssohn's St. 
Paul, from Handel, and a composition by Mr. John Old 
(the society's conductor), formed the entertainment. On 
the 25th, Mr. John Old gave some pianoforte recitals. 

The Canterbury Harmonic Society held their 
annual festival on the 14th. 

Limehouse Choral Society, — The members gave their 
third concert of the season at the St. James's Schoolrooms, 
White-Horse street, Stepney, on the 1 lth. The programme 
consisted of selections from Haydn's Creation, and Mozart's 
12th Mass. Miss Anne Cox, Mr. Shoubridge, Mr. James, 
and Mr. Crome, were the principal singers j Mr. Gurson, 
leader, and Mr. Hodd, conductor. It is but justice to 
add that the band was very efficiently aided by gentlemen 
of the Cecilian Society. 

The Hadfield Sacred Harmonic Society gave a 
selection from Haydn's Creation, and Handel's Messiah, in 
the Town Hall, Glossop, on the 14th, under the patronage 
of his Grace the Duke of Norfolk and the gentry of the 
district. Miss Whitham, Mr, Edmonston, and Mr. Mellor, 
were the vocalists ; Mr. Thomas Jackson was the leader ; 
Mr. Thorley, violoncello ; and Mr. Joseph Robinson, 
conductor. 

The Hayfield Choral Society gave a concert on 
the 17th, for the benefit of the Athenteum of that place. 
The first part consisted of a selection from Handel's 
Messiah ; and the second, of glees, &c. The concert went 
off well, and realised a good sum in aid of its object. 

St, Martin's Hall. — A grand concert in aid of the 
fund for the establishment of a workshop for the employ- 
ment of Italian Exiles, took place on the 22nd. Several 
eminent artistes gave their valuable services on the occa- 
sion) and between the parts of the concert, recitations 
from Dante and Petrarch were delivered. 

St. George's Hall, Bradford. — A performance of 
Handel's Messiah, in aid of the funds for the Bradford 
Infirmary, took place on the 14th. Principal vocalists, 
Miss Milner, Miss Freeman, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. 
Jackman ; Leader, Mr. Scholey ; organ, Mr. Holt ; con- 
ductor, Mr. Jackson. 

The Liverpool Philharmonic Concert, on the 18th, 
says the Liverpool Times, was one of the best ever given 
by the society. The programme was full of novelty and 
good music, and the whole performance exceedingly satis- 
factory. The vocalists were Madame Clara Novello and 
Mr. Sims Reeves. Madame Clara Novello is now one of 
the best dramatic singers of the day, and we doubt if any 
artiste living could do equal justice with herself to the 
wonderful and difficult music allotted to Leonora in the 
finale to Lore///, which she sang with a degree of dramatic 
fire and energy absolutely unimpeachable. The music 
taxes the mental and vocal powers of the singer to the 
utmost ; the highest notes are incessantly used, but 
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Madame Novello sang every one without flinching or 
attempting to elude the difficulties. In fact, the whole 
performance of this most dramatic fragment, which makes 
the early death of Mendelssohn to be more than ever 
lamented, was exceedingly creditable — the choruses sing- 
ing with most praiseworthy correctness and aplomb, enter 
ing thoroughly into the intentions of the composer, and 
doing him full justice. The audience heartily appreciated 
both the music and singers, and applauded most en- 
thusiastically. Madame Novello also sang " Deh vieni," 
from Nozze de Figaro, the duet, " Ah consolarmi," from 
Linda, and was boisterously encored in an aria, " Ah se 
potessi," by Cagnoni. Mr. Sims Reeves received an 
enthusiastic reception. He sang frequently in the course 
of the evening, commencing with a lovely air from Don 
Giovanni, " Delia sua pace," usually omitted in the opera. 
This was followed by the highly dramatic and expressive 
" Come, if you dare ! " from Purcell's King Arthur, which 
Mr. Reeves gave with considerable spirit. — From the 
Liverpool Times. 

Hull. — The Kingston Sacred Musical Society gave 
a performance of Handel's Messiah on the 13th. Haydn's 
Creation is announced for the 28th. 

Philharmonic Rooms, Newman Street. — The friends 
of Mr. Chas. Cotton mustered in strong force to inaugurate 
the opening of his new rooms, on the 24th. The artists 
who assisted on the occasion were : — Madame Clara 
Novello, Madame Newton Frodsham, Madame Amedei, 
Madlle. Norie, Miss Poole, Miss Grace Alleyne, Miss 
Cicely Nott, and Miss Rebecca Isaacs ; Misses McAlpine, 
Misses Broughams ; Mr. Augustus Braham, Mr. Suchet 
Champion, and Mr. Frank Bodda. Instrumentalists : — 
Grand Pianoforte, Heinrich Werner ; Violin and Violon- 
cello, Messrs. Viotti and George Collins ; Flute, Mr. J. 
Richardson; Harp, Mr. Frederick Chatterton j Concertina, 
Mr. George Case ; Sax Horns, The Distin Family. Con- 
ductors, Herr Ancheuz, Sigsior F. Anelli, and Herr Ganz. 
After the concert, a splendid supper and ball succeeded. 

Philharmonic Concerts. — The fourth programme of 
the season included a choice selection of pieces, and af- 
forded a high treat to those present. Beethoven's Sinfonia 
in B flat, No. 4, Mendelssohn's Isles ofFingal, a Concerto 
of Molique's, delicately executed by its composer, and a new 
Symphony by Rosenhain. a meritorious and well scored 
work, formed the, chief instrumental features of the evening. 
Madame Clara Novello gave an English audience the 
opportunity of enjoying the glorious scena from Gliick's 
Alceste, which produced so impressive an effect at the 
Diisseldorf festival, when she sang it there this time last 
year. It is full of impassioned dramatic expression, and 
calls for the highest powers in the singer. The Society 
judiciously enabled their audience to estimate the admir- 
able manner in which the vocalist gave utterance to the 
powerful emotions of the situation represented in this 
scena, by having an English translation appended to the 
words which Gliick has set to music with such sublime ef- 
fect. Conjugal devotion, and the fervour of a wife's self- 
sacrifice, amidst conflicting maternal regrets — a woman 
resolutely immolating herself to save a husband, while torn 
by thoughts of leaving her children — are not more forcibly 
represented by the composer's power, than they were nobly 
illustrated by Madame Novello's pure voice and perfect 
expression. Sig. Belletti's singing of Mozart's fine song, 
" Vedrd," from Le Nozze di Figaro, and the duet with 
Madame Clara Novello, " Crudel peiche," left nothing to 
be wished. He has a commanding voice, and polished 
style. 

Mendelssohn's "St. Paul," records the Musical 
World, was produced at Prague at Easter ; and also, that 
the same oratorio met with distinguished success when 
lately produced at Milan.
